The root and measure system 

The words taught in the preceding lessons include the following: 

diraasa(t) 'study (verbal noun)' 

madrasa(t) 'school' 

darasa ' to study 1 

mudarris 'instructor (M) ' 

mudarrisa(t) 'instructor (F) ' 

Notice that each of the words listed above contains the three 
consonants /d/, /r/, and /s/ in the same order. The vowels are 
arranged differently in each word and additional consonants occur in 
certain words, but all of the words share a set of consonants which 
occur in a fixed order. Such a set of consonants is called a "root". 
Most roots in Arabic consist of three consonants, although some roots 
consist of more and some consist of less. 

Each root usually has a basic meaning which is designated in some 
way by all the words derived from that root. The root drs, for example, 
has the basic meaning 'study'; diraasa(t) 'study (noun)' is the act of 
studying, madrasa(t) 'school' is the" place where studying is done, 
darasa , ' to study' is the verb which denotes the act, mudarris and 
mudarrisa(t) 'instructor' designate 'one who causes others "to study ' , 
etc. Each derived meaning can usually be associated with a "measure". 
Measures will be explained below. 

When referring to roots consisting of three consonants, it is 
convenient to use F, 9, and L as cover symbols which stand for the 
first, the second, and the last consonants, respectively. Thus for the 
root drs , F is /d/, 9_ is /r/, and L is /s/. 

Let us now examine the following groups of words: 

1. raja9a ' to return' 

darasa 'to study' 

dahaba 'to go' 

Hadara 'to attend' 

daxala 'to enter' 

xa F a ^ a 'to go out' 
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2. kabiir 'big' 
jadiid 'new' 
qadiim 'old' 
jamiil 'beautiful' 
qadiir ' capable ' 
qariib 'near' 

3. mu9allim 'teacher (one who teaches) ' 
mudarris 'instructor (one who instructs) ' 
mumarrid 'nurse (one who nurses) ' 

4. maktaba(t) 'library (place for books) 1 
madrasa(t) 'school (place for studying) ' 

The words in group 1 are past tense verbs. In regard to form, 
they are all of the measure Fa9aLa (i.e., each word has an /a/ between 
the first and the middle root consonants, an /a/ between the middle and 
the last root consonants, and the suffix /-a/ after the last root 
consonant) . 

The words in group 2 represent the measure Fa9iiL which is common 
to a large number of adjectives (although there are many other adjective 
measures). Many singular nouns are of the measure Fa9iiL (e.g., sadiiq 
'friend', and ra'iis 'president'). It must be noted, however, that the 
plural measures are usually different for a noun and an adjective which 
share the measure Fa9iiL in -the singular. 

The words in group 3 share the measure muFa99iL which means ' one 
who performs a certain activity', while the words in group 4 share the 
measure maF9aLa which means ''the place where the thing or the activity 
designated by the root is located'. 

Most Arabic words are analyzable into a root and a measure. A 
knowledge of roots and measures is a great help in acquiring new 
vocabulary items. As you familiarize yourself with an ever-increasing 
stock of roots_ and measures, you will eventually be able to recognize 
the root and the measure of a new word and thus guess its meaning.

A. Measure I and Measure II verbs 

Arabic verbs are classified into ten major classes according to the 
measures of their stems. Most of the verbs we have dealt with so far 
are Measure I verbs (e.g., raja9a and dahaba) . Such verbs have past- 
tense stems of the measure Fa9aL-, where the hyphen indicates that a 

suffix must be added at the end, where the writing of u, a, and i, one 
on top of the other, indicates that some verbs have /u/, others have 
/a/, and still others have /i/ before the last consonant of the root. 
Up to this point, all the past tense Measure I verbs which have been 
taught are of the shape Fa9aL- . 

In regard to their shape, Measure I verbs are the simplest, most 
basic type that can be formed from any given root (although Measure I 
verbs do not exist for every root) . 

Verbs of Measure II have the more complex past tense shape Fa99aL- 
(i.e., the middle root consonant is doubled and both vowels are 
invariably /a/) . The suffixes which indicate agreement with the 
subject are the same as those for Measure I verbs. An example of 
Measure II verbs is darrasa 'to teach' which is derived from the 
root drs. 



B. The relationship between verbs of Measure II and verbs of 
Measure I 

Measure II verbs are generally related to the corresponding 
Measure I verbs (when the latter exist) in the following ways: 

(1) The Measure II verb usually has the meaning of causing someone 
(or something) to perform the action indicated by the Measure I verb: 

darasa ttilmiidu. 'The student studied.' 

darrasa l'ustaadu 'The teacher taught the student 
ttilmiida. (literally: "caused the 

student to study").' 
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(2) If the Measure I verb is intransitive (i.e., does not take 
object), the corresponding Measure II verb is transitive (i.e., takes 
an object) : 



daxala ttilmiidu 
daxxala - 1 * ustaadu 
ttilmiida. 



'The student entered. ' . 
'The teacher had (made) the 
student enter. ' 



(3) If the Measure I verb is transitive, the corresponding 
Measure II verb is "doubly transitive" (i.e., takes two objects) 



darasa ttilmiidu 

ddarsa 
darrasa 1' ustaadu 

ttilmiida ddarsa. 



'The student studied the 

lesson. ' 
'The teacher taught the 

student the lesson. ' 



The statement that a certain relationship exists between two 
measures is not a general rule except for the cases in which a verb 
of one measure corresponds to a verb of the other measure. Thus 
fakkara 'to think' is neither transitive nor causative (although it is 
a Measure II verb) because it does not correspond to a Measure I verb 
from the same root. 



C. The verbal . noun of Measure II verbs 

Verbal nouns associated with Measure II verbs are regularly of 
the measure taF9ii L . While the Measure II verb is typified by a doubling 
of the middle root consonant, the verbal noun does not have this 
characteristic :

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E. Titles 



Titles precede the proper nouns with which they occur The 
grammatical relationship which exists between a title and the 
following proper noun is one of apposition (i.e., the two have the 
same function in the sentence) . The following statements summarize 
that relationship: 

(1) The title and the proper noun agree in number and gender. 

(2) When used with case endings, the title and the proper noun 
agree m case; usually, however, both are reduced to the pausal form.

One 
of the most common phrases in this context consists of the word 
as-sayyid and a following word which indicates rank or occupation. 
Both words are in apposition with the proper noun:

A. Measure IV verbs 

The following are past tense verbs of Measure. IV: 

ajlasa 'to seat (someone)' 

adxala 'to cause (someone) to enter' 

askana 'to house (someone) '

The past-tense stems of Measure IV verbs have the shape aF9aL- . 
This measure is characterized by the prefix a^ and the absence of a vowel 
between the first and the middle root consonants. The suffixes 
indicating number and gender are the same as for verbs of other measures. 

B. The relationship between verbs of Measure IV and verbs of 
Measure I 

Measure IV verbs are generally related in meaning and usage to the 
corresponding Measure I verbs (when the latter exist) in the following 
ways : 

(1) The Measure IV verb usually has the meaning of causing someone 
(or something) to perform the action indicated by the Measure I verb: 

xaraja mina lmaktab. 'He left the office.' 

axrajtuhu mina lmaktab. 'i ma de him leave the office.' 

(2) If the Measure I verb is intransitive (i.e., does not take an 
object), the corresponding Measure IV verb is transitive (i.e. takes 
an object) : * ' 

jalasa fi lmaktab. 'He sat in the office.' 

ajlastuhu fi lmaktab. 'I seated him in the office." 
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(3) If the Measure I verb is transitive, the corresponding 
Measure IV verb is "doubly transitive" (i.e., takes two objects): 

daxala lmaktab. 'He entered the office. 1 

adxaltuhu lmaktab. 'I made him enter (or brought 

him into) the office.'

A. Measure VII verbs

The past tense shape of Measure VII verbs is nFa9aL- ; a verb of 
this measure is usually derived by prefixing n- to a Measure I verb. 
At the beginning of a sentence and after a pause, the prefix becomes 
/'in-/ to avoid a sequence of two consonants in an utterance- initial 
position.
